James D. Arrington, 49, Missis- 
isppi newspaperman and nationally 
known Humorous speaker, died 
suddenly Wednesday of a heart 
attack at his residence in Collins, 
Miss. 

Mr. Arrington died at 12:30 p 
m. Wednesday after becoming ill 
about 45 minutes earlier. Dr. W. 
"E. Folse was attending him at the 
time of his death. 

Two hours earlier Mr. Arring- 
ton had filed his daily column 
“Report from Collins,” ch ap- 
pears on page one of thé Jackson 
State Times. 

Mr. Arrington had been mayor 
of Collins for the past 16 years 
and was re-elected without oppo- 
sition last July. 

He founded the Collins News 
Commercial in 1831 and had serv. 
ed as editor and publisher since 
‘that time.: He was once described 
by Time magazine as "the typi- 
cal editor of a typical small-town 
newspaper." 

Mr. Arrington's after-d inner 
speeches had taken him to con 
ventions and gatherings through- 
out the United States during the 
last 19 years. He often recalled 
his first “big time” after-dinner 
speech, which he made at the Wal 
dorf Astoria hotel in New York 
in 1938 before the National In 
dustrial Council. 

He was Collins correspondent 
for the Times-Picayune and was 
a past president of the Mississippi 
Press Association.. 

He was a member of Sigma Del 
ta Chi, national honorary jour. 
nalistic fraternity, and the Jackson 
Press Club. 

In 1951 Arrington made an un- 
successful attempt to be elected 
lieutenant governor. He was de- 
feated by the present lieutenant- 
governor, Carroll Gartin.

Joseph L. Melnick—Yale University scien- 
tist, now at National Institutes of Health, 
whose studies of polio in many parts of the 
world helped clarify the development of im- 
munity in populations exposed to the virus. 


Isabel Morgan—Johns Hopkins University 
scientist, now at Columbia University, who 
prepared an experimental vaccine from virus 
inactivated with formaldehyde that protected 
monkeys against paralytic polio. 

Howard A. Howe—Johns Hopkins scientist 
who was first to show that chimpanzees can 
acquire polio infection by mouth; carried out 
small scale experiments in human beings 
with a formalin-treated vaccine. 


David Bodian — Johns Hopkins scientist 
whose studies showed that the virus gets into 
the blood stream before reaching the central 
nervous system and. therefore could be 
blocked by antibodies in the blood. 


John F. Enders—Scientist at the Children’s 
Medical Center, Boston, who Jed the way in 
finding how to grow polio viruses in cultures 
of non-nervous tissue, a big step toward pro- 
duction of a safe and effective vaccine in 
quantity. Dr. Enders and his co-workers won 
the 1955 Nobel Prize in Medicine. 


Jonas E. Salk—University of Pittsburgh 
scientist who developed the vaccine which 
bears his name. He tested the vaccine on 
himself and his three children and gave it to 
thousands of children in the Pittsburgh area 
before the nationwide field tríals of 1954. 


Franklin Delano Roosevelt — Became the 
nation's 32nd President despite severe disa- 
bility caused by paralytic polio, and founded 
the Georgia Warm Springs Foundation in 
1927 and the National Foundation for Infan- 
tile Paralysis in 1938. 


Basil O'Connor—New York lawyer, and 
known as the architect of the fight against 
polio; president of the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis since its formation in 
1938 and of the Georgia Warm Springs Foun- 
dation since 1945.

“It's a must, it’s unavoidable if 
Mississippi is going to make pro- 
gress and there’s no use in Missis- 
sippi closing its eyes to it,” he 
declared. : 

The special session of the Leg: 
islature which quit work Wednes- 
day had been called by Coleman 
primarily to consider his drive’ 
for a constitutional convention. 

After the Senate passed’ a com- 
promise version which made the 
convention contingent upon a ref- 
erendum of the people, the House 
voted down the measure. 

The Governor's comment on the 
bill lowering qualifications of 
county superintendents declared: 
‘I think the old law. was 80, high 
as to be impractical. As a matter: 
of fact, the county boards of ed- 
ucation make all the decisions any- 
way.” " 

The existing law, passed under 
the school reorganization program 
in 1953, required county superin- 
tendents to have a BA degree and, 
at least five years of accredited 
school administrative-experience. 

Under the new measure, the BA 
degree requirement is retained 
but only four years of experience 
as either a teacher or administrator 
is required. 

The new marriage measure, 
Coleman said, "is just as strong a.
